Guardiola 
faces worst 
run at City 

PEP Guardiola is determined 
to get Manchester City 
back to winning ways at the 
Saints’ expense. 

City’s midweek humbling 
by Barcelona in the 
Champions League extended 
their winless run to four 
games. 

It is an unfamiliar scenario 
for manager Guardiola and 
another disappointing result 
as Southampton travel to the 
Etihad in the Premier League 
on Sunday would equal the 
worst run of his career. 

Only once has former 
Barca and Bayern Munich 
boss Guardiola gone five 
games without a win, at the 
Nou Camp more than seven 
years ago. 

Guardiola said: ‘’Managers 
in other parts of the club 
have to think short and 
long term but the (team) 
managers day by day. We 
are judged on what happens 
today, so I’m thinking about 
Southampton. 

“Of course we have to 
win because it is four times 
without a win and we need 
that. But, at the same time, 
we were able to win 10 times 
in a row, so we are now able 
win four, five or six times.” 

Southampton were also 
involved in European action 
in the week, losing 1-0 to 
Inter Milan. Until then 
Saints had been enjoying a 
good run, going seven games 
unbeaten, and Guardiola has 
been impressed by what he 
has seen of them. 

He said: “I saw the game 
against Inter. Football is 
unbelievable because they 
played amazingly, much 
better than Inter, and Inter 
won, they shot once and won. 

“Southampton created 
six, seven clear chances and 
didn’t win. They lost but I 
was really impressed. 

“People talk about what a 
good team they are. I saw in 
this game and a little bit of 
another game how good they 
are. It will be tough.” 

The 4-0 loss in Barcelona 
has seen some of Guardiola’s 
methods questioned. Notably, 
their determination to play 
out from the back came 
unstuck when goalkeeper 
Claudio Bravo blundered 
after coming out of his area 
and got himself sent off. 

But Guardiola has 
defended his approach 
and his players also seem 
unwavering in their belief. 

Midfielder Fernandinho 
said: “We know exactly what 
we are doing, the style of 
game. We are playing good, 
everyone is confident. 

“The last four games we 
didn’t win but these things 
can happen in football. If 
you see the last game at 
home against Everton, they 
shot twice and scored a 
goal. Sometimes you cannot 
explain football.”

Pierre-Emile Hojbjerg will no 
doubt be one Saints player with a 
point to prove at Manchester City 
this weekend. 

The 21-year-old Danish midfield¬ 
er was once singled out by Etihad 
Stadium manager Pep Guardiola 
as a potential world star. 

Before Guardiola took over at 
Bayern Munich in the summer 
of 2013, he requested a detailed 
scouting report on Hojbjerg. 

The 17-year-old had made his 
Bundesliga debut under Jupp 
Heynckes just a few months earli¬ 
er - becoming the youngest player 
to ever appear for the club in the 
German League - and Guardiola 
wanted to know more 

The report was pieced together 
by Albert Celades, the coach of 
Spain’s Under-20s and a former 
team-mate of Guardiola at Barce¬ 
lona. 

Hjojberg, who cost Saints 
around £12m when he signed 
from Bayern last summer, was a 
raw talent who had shown con¬ 
siderable potential since arriving 
from Brondby in 2012. 

“Pep had heard good things 
about Hojbjerg before coming to 
Bayern and it has taken just a cou¬ 
ple of training sessions for him to 
fall in love with the player,” wrote 
Marti Perarnau in Pep Confiden¬ 
tial, his book about Guardiola’s 
first season in charge of Bayern. 

“Pep thinks he may have just 
found the Sergio Busquets of Bay¬ 
ern.” 

Busquets was a key man in 
Guardiola’s all-conquering Barce¬ 
lona side, playing as a deep-lying 
midfielder. He made his debut 
for Barca in 2008 and within 12 
months had made his Spanish in¬ 
ternational debut. 

Busquets is now closing in on a 
century of international caps. 

Guardiola, who had been a de¬ 
fensive midfielder himself, saw 
something in Hojbjerg that he 
had seen in Busquets - similar 
position, similar height, similar 
build - and possibly in himself as 
well. 

Hojbjerg trained with Bayern’s 
first team throughout the 2013/14 
season, receiving what Perarnau 
described as “hours and hours of 
almost non-stop obsessional at¬ 
tention” from Guardiola. 

Despite that, he only made two 
Bundesliga starts in Guardiola’s 
first season at Bayern, plus an¬ 
other seven appearances as a sub. 

Little surprise, really. He was 
still a teenager and up against the 
likes of Phillip Lahm, Thiago Al¬ 
cantara, Toni Kroos and Bastian 
Schweinsteiger for a central mid- 
field role.

Hojbjerg did start at right-back 
in Bayern’s German Cup final 
win over Borussia Dortmund in 
May 2014, but opportunities in his 
favoured central midfield posi¬ 
tion were limited. 

After 18 months under Guardi¬ 
ola, he had only made seven Bun¬ 
desliga and Champions League 
starts. 

Desperate to play competitive 


football, Hjojberg spent a lot of 
his last two seasons at Bayern on 
loan. 

He had started the 2014/15 sea¬ 
son in Guardiola’s first team 
plans, however. 

He had even started Bayern’s 3-2 
Champions League group defeat 
at Manchester City in Novem¬ 
ber 2014 - taking his place along¬ 
side Manuel Neuer, Xavi Alonso, 


Franck Ribery, Robert Lewan- 
dowski and Arjen Robben (while 
Mario Gotze, Bastian Schwein¬ 
steiger and Thomas Muller were 
on the bench). 

Hojbjerg, therefore, got first 
hand experience of Sergio Ague- 
ro’s devastating finishing - the 
Argentine hitting a hat-trick, in¬ 
cluding two goals in the last five 
minutes, as City came from be- 
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Jose return 

Chelsea host Manchester 
United on Sunday, when 
former Blues boss Jose 
Mourinho returns to 
Stamford Bridge.

yielded just 13 Bundesliga starts, 
plus 10 more as a sub, as he strug¬ 
gled to hold down a first-team 
place. 

Two of his appearances were 
against Bayern, but he suffered 
two losses in front of Guardiola. 

Even though the Spaniard was 
leaving at the end of 2015/16, Ho- 
jbjerg knew it was time he ended 
his Bayern career as well. 

He saw no more future with the 
German giants under Carlo An- 
celotti as he had seen with Guar¬ 
diola. 

Hojbjerg remains a huge fan of 
the latter, though, and has first 
hand experience of his emotional 
side. 

Speaking back in December 
2013, Hojbjerg revealed how Guar¬ 
diola broke down in tears when 
he found out the midfielder’s 
father had been diagnosed with 
stomach cancer. 

“I was heartbroken,” he told 
gathered reporters at a Danish 
award ceremony after being given 
the talent of the year accolade. “I 
went back to the club (Bayern) 
and I just started crying. I was 
completely destroyed. 

“Uli Hoeness (Bayern general 
manager) picked me up and im¬ 
mediately began to help me. He 
contacted the best doctors in Ger¬ 
many and got my father down 
here, where they began to treat 
him. 

“Guardiola called me in and 
said: T have heard about your fa¬ 
ther, I am extremely sorry. Let’s 
just talk,’ And I just started to cry 
and I said I was bewildered and 
scared. 

“Then he said to me: ‘The peo¬ 
ple you love the most and who you 
are closest to, you need to hold 
on to them, even if it costs you at 
work’. And then he began to cry 
and I did not know what to say.” 

Saints fans should know what 
to say if they ever met Guardiola, 
though. 

‘Thank you,’ would be a good 
start. For they should be the 
ones to benefit from Guardiola’s 
“hours and hours of almost non¬ 
stop obsessional attention.” 


hind to win 3-2 at The Etihad. 

A few weeks later, though, and 
Hojbjerg was sent on loan to Bay¬ 
ern’s Bundesliga rivals Augsburg 
for the second half of 2014/15. 

Manager Markus Weinzierl de¬ 
scribed the youngster as “sensa¬ 
tional” after an impressive debut 
in a 3-1 win over Hoffenheim, and 
Hojbjerg featured prominently as 
the Bavarian club clinched an un¬ 


expected fifth-placed finish. 

Unlike in the Premier League, 
where loaned players are not al¬ 
lowed to feature against their 
parent club, Hojbjerg was allowed 
to play for Augsburg against Bay¬ 
ern. 

He no doubt enjoyed his return 
to the Allianz Arena as Augsburg 
won 1-0 in April 2015, though Bay¬ 
ern had been reduced to 10 men 


as early as the 13th minute when 
keeper Pepe Reina was sent off in 
one of his three Bundesliga ap¬ 
pearances for the club. 

Ahead of the 2015/16 season, 
Hojbjerg was loaned out again, 
this time to Schalke. 

At the time, Bayern’s sporting 
director Matthias Sammer insist¬ 
ed they still had “high hopes” for 
the Dane, but a frustrating season 


Last season’s Premier 
League matches between 
the sides were both draws, 
with only two goals scored 
after Diego Costa netted 
a stoppage-time equaliser 
to deny United victory at 
Stamford Bridge in February. 
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Mourinho guided Chelsea 
to the Premier League title 
three times, in 2004-05, 2005- 
06 and again after coming 
back in 2014-15. 
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United and Chelsea played 
five times during the 2010-11 
campaign, which included 
the FA Community Shield 
and two Champions League 
ties as the Red Devils 
progressed to the semi-finals.

A RAMPANT Barcelona 
hammered Manchester City 
4-0 in the Champions League 
as Pep Guardiola endured a 
disappointing return to the 
Nou Camp. 

Lionel Messi scored a hat- 
trick and Neymar added a 
fourth on a night when City 
goalkeeper Claudio Bravo 
was dismissed with the hosts 
only 1-0 up. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks 
at what we learned from the 
contest ahead of City’s clash 
with Saints this weekend. 

1. City have a way 
to go 

This was the biggest test of 
the Guardiola regime so far, 
an opportunity to measure 
his team against the creme 
de la creme of European 
football. For an hour the 
visitors would have been 
content but Bravo’s dismissal 
helped Barca’s superior 
quality eventually shine 
through. City may stake a 
claim to being the best team 
in England but Wednesday 
night only confirmed they 
still have strides to make 
to join the rest of the 
continent’s elite.

2. Another Bravo 
blunder 

Guardiola was not the 
only one to experience an 
unhappy return to Catalonia 
as goalkeeper Bravo was 
sent off at his former home 
having handled outside of 
his box following a misplaced 
pass to Luis Suarez. Bravo 
was brought in to replace Joe 
Hart because of his ability 
to retain possession but he 
has been unable to shake 
the reputation of a keeper 
that can be caught out when 
distributing the ball. 

3. No Aguero, 
no goals 

Despite 11 goals in nine 
games this year, Guardiola 
opted to leave Sergio Aguero 
among his replacements 
while Messsi struck a hat- 
trick. It was, as the City boss 
revealed, a tactical decision 
but one which Guardiola 
may harbour regrets over.

TWO of the Premier League’s 
leading marksmen go head to 
head at The Etihad this Sunday. 

In the blue corner, Manchester 
City’s Sergio Aguero - the quick¬ 
est player in PL history to reach a 
century of goals. 

With 11 goals to his name, he 
is already top scorer among Pre¬ 
mier League players in 2016/17 - 
five of his strikes coming in the 
league and six in the Champions 
League. 

In the red corner, Saints’ Char¬ 
lie Austin. His brace against 
former employers Burnley last 
weekend took his seasonal tally 
to seven - all scored in his last 
six games after failing to score in 
his first three appearances of the 
new season. 

Aguero’s record obviously 
marks him out as one of the 
world’s leading strikers.

Yet from 12 yards, Austin is far 
deadlier than the Argentine this 
season. 

While Austin has converted 
both penalties he has taken for 
Saints, Aguero has remarkably 
missed FOUR spot-kicks this sea¬ 
son. 

Two of them were squandered 
in a Champions League game 
against Steaua Bucharest and an¬ 
other in last weekend’s 1-1 draw 
with Everton. 

In between, he also missed from 
12 yards while playing for his 
country against Paraguay. 

Aguero was denied against 
Everton by Maarten Stekelen- 
burg, who spent last season on 
loan with Toffees boss Ronald 
Koeman at St Mary’s. 

Stekelenburg also saved a Kevin 
de Bruyne penalty at The Etihad 
last Saturday.

Benteke also missed for Crystal 
Palace against West Ham, the 
ninth penalty failure already in 
the current Premier League sea¬ 
son. 

But are players really missing 
at a significantly higher rate than 
past seasons? 

Bournemouth’s Junior Stan¬ 
islas scored from 12 yards on 
Saturday, as did Austin and Sam 


Vokes at St Mary’s the following 
day to lift the league total to 22 
converted penalties from 31 this 
term. 

That 71 per cent conversion rate 
is still the lowest over the last 10 
years of the English top flight. 
But it is only one percentage 
point lower than 2011-12 when ex¬ 
actly 100 penalties were taken and 
72 were successful. 


The other seasons in that range 
have seen upwards of a 77 per 
cent conversion rate - peaking at 
83.9 per cent in 2013-14 - although 
it was 75 per cent in 2005-06 and 
such relatively small fluctuations 
can easily be the product of pure 
chance. 

The more striking statistical 
anomaly this term is the number 
of penalties awarded - 31 in only 
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than Aguero!

version standings over the last 10 
years - 20th out of the 37 teams 
to have played in the Premier 
League in that time, or a perfectly 
average 15th of 29 when looking 
at teams with at least 10 penalties 
on their record. 

They have also taken the most, 
69, with their 55 penalty goals just 
one behind Chelsea’s league-high 
mark. 

Swansea (17 of 18, 94.4 per cent) 
lead the way, followed by Watford 
with 10 out of 11. 

Saido Berahino’s two missed 
penalties in last season’s loss to 
Watford contribute to West Brom 
being the worst from the spot 
among the 20 current PL teams - 
21 goals from 34 attempts, or 61.8 
per cent. 

Only Blackburn (22 of 36), 
Portsmouth (11 of 20) and QPR 
(seven of 13), along with Sheffield 
United and Derby from five and 
one attempts respectively, have

79 matches so far, on pace for a 
massive 149 over the course of a 
full season. 

The highest tally in the previ¬ 
ous 10 seasons was 112 in 2006-07. 

Aguero’s failure against Ever- 
ton was only the fourth spot 
kick he has missed in 21 Premier 
League attempts. 

Among the 20 players to have 
taken 10 or more Premier League 


penalties in the last ten years, the 
City ace is slightly below average 
at 13th with an 81 per cent conver¬ 
sion rate. 

That list is topped by former 
Liverpool and Fulham midfielder 
Danny Murphy (12 of 13, 92.3 per 
cent), with Chelsea’s Eden Hazard 
(10 of 11) and Liverpool’s James 
Milner (nine of 10) the other play¬ 
ers at 90 per cent or above. 


Jermain Defoe and Jonathan 
Walters prop up the list, both with 
10 goals from 15 attempts. 

City’s Yaya Toure and former 
Tottenham and Manchester Unit¬ 
ed striker Dimitar Berbatov have 
taken the most penalties - nine - 
among players with 100 per cent 
records. 

Manchester City as a team rank 
in the middle of the penalty con¬ 


worse records. 

Austin, though 100 per cent this 
term, missed two of his five spot 
kicks for QPR in the 2014/15 top 
flight campaign. 

He saw a penalty saved by Hull’s 
Allen McGregor on the opening 
day - Austin’s Premier League 
debut - and the following April he 
saw another one saved during a 
0-0 draw with West Ham.

4. No win in four 

Having started with 10 
straight wins, Guardiola 
was entertaining questions 
about a quadruple. Since 
beating Swansea in the EFL 
Cup at the end of that run, 
they have drawn with Celtic 
and Everton and lost to 
Tottenham and Barcelona. 
Suggestions that they have 
been ‘found out’ will not gain 
further credence against 
one of the finest sides on 
the planet but Guardiola is 
maybe discovering that this 
managerial lark is not so 
easy after all. 

5. Messi is a class 
above 

How Guardiola must wish 
he could have brought Messi 
with him to the north-west 
of England. The Argentinian 
magician weaved his way 
through City’s defence time

PINK CHERRIES FOOTBALL 


Dogged Cherries

CHERRIES fought and scrapped 
their way to a scintillating 0-0 
draw with unbeaten Tottenham 
Hotspur at Vitality Stadium this 
lunchtime. 

Against a side who hit them for 
eight goals in two games last sea¬ 
son, Eddie Howe’s side delivered 
a disciplined, concentrated per¬ 
formance, worthy of the point it 
earned them. 

By stark contrast to the stale¬ 
mate served up by Liverpool and 
Manchester United at the start 
of the week, this was a scoreless 
contest that would have had the 
watching TV audience on the 
edge of their seats. 

These two dynamic sides were 
both expected to fly from the traps 
- and they did just that. Eric Dier, 
at full stretch, prevented Jack 
Wilshere’s threaded pass from 
releasing Callum Wilson, before 
Son Heung-min was narrowly off¬ 
side when the Korean was picked 
out in acres of space by Dele Alii. 

Spurs, renowned for their fierce 
pressing style under Mauricio 
Pochettino, were being given the 
hurry-up by Cherries’ lightning 
start. And it was the home team 
who had the game’s first clear-cut 
opportunity. 

Wilshere rolled a right-wing 
corner to Dan Gosling in the box. 
The midfielder, a battlefield pro¬ 
motion after Andrew Surman 
was taken ill during the warm¬ 
up, helped the ball on into middle 
for Charlie Daniels. Scorer of an 
early goal against Hull last week, 
the left back directed the ball 
goalwards only to be denied by a 
combination of Hugo Lloris’s legs 
and the crossbar. 

Wilson had a shot deflected 
wide by Jan Vertonghen as Cher¬ 
ries continued to drive forward, 
with Jordon Ibe’s resultant cor¬ 
ner being hacked behind by Vic¬ 
tor Wanyama. 

But the visitors’ array of at¬ 
tacking talent is permanently 
poised to strike. They so nearly 
did when Alii popped the ball 
through Harry Arter’s legs and 
glided away from Gosling in the 
middle of the park. Erik Lamela 
took over to send an arcing 25- 
yard shot against the frame of 
Artur Boruc’s goal. 

The pace was unrelenting. 
Lamela went into the book for 
upending Adam Smith, before 
Arter brought Vitality Satdium 
to its feet with a terrific challenge 
high up the pitch on the dithering 
Wanyama. 

Cherries’ No 1 Boruc was first 
called into action on 28 minutes. 
Wilshere, on the edge of his own 
box, had his pocket picked by

Wanyama. The Kenyan fed Eriks- 
en, whose shot deflected off Arter 
on its way to forcing the 36-year- 
old keeper to claw out from inside 
his left-hand post. 

The hosts’ intensity, inevitably, 
was dropping a fraction. And with 
a split-second more on the ball, 
Pochettino’s team was gradually 
imposing itself on proceedings. 
Lamela collected Danny Rose’s 


searching cross-field ball and 
wrestled free of Daniels to cross. 
Simon Francis came to Cher¬ 
ries’ rescue, however, the skipper 
smuggling the ball away from the 
toes of Alii. 

Rose then dragged a shot across 
goal from Son’s cut back, be¬ 
fore the already carded Lamela

Fred Wiltshire

The cash generated by an 889 Sil- 
verlake crowd will further boost 
the coffers of the Oxfordshire 
visitors who had already banked 
£16,925 from the FA Prize Fund 
prior to their comprehensive 6-0 
defeat at Eastleigh’s hands. 

Admittedly North Leigh are a 
club particularly close to Don¬ 
ald’s heart. He turned out for 
them in his playing days and his 
company Bridle Insurance, the 
Millers’ shirt sponsors, are based 
a stone’s throw away from North 
Leigh’s Eysham Hall Park home. 

Even so, it showed tremendous 
generosity on Donald’s part to 
extend the magic of the FA Cup 
to a club who had never before 
reached the fourth qualifying 
round. 

Good gesture 

North Leigh boss John Brough 
acknowledged: “That is a very 
good gesture and I am sure the 
chairman will be very happy. 

“Six goals is always hard to take 
but, overall to get this far, I am re¬ 
ally pleased for the club and the 
players. 

“Eastleigh have got a lot of very 
good players who really should be 
playing in the Football League.” 

It proved an uphill task for 
North Leigh who were put to the 
sword by Ryan Bird (4), Andy 
Drury and sub James Constable 
and had Eric Odhiambo sent off 
when 4-0 down.

least sent them home with a smile 
on their faces.

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Badgers' boss demands better standards of refereeing

EXASPERATED Brockenhurst 
boss Pat McManus is calling on the 
Sydenhams Wessex League to im¬ 
prove refereeing standards. 

“I understand we need referees, 
but we need them to be better,” was 
his verdict after Monday’s Syden¬ 
hams League Cup exit away to 
holders Team Solent. 

With a Tuesday night league trek 
to Portland United already in the 
pipeline next month, McManus 
was not unduly disappointed to 
swerve another midweek visit to 
the Island in the last 16 of the cup. 

Nevertheless he was riled by

90 minutes which ended 10-v-lO, 
bowed out 5-4 on penalties. 

McManus felt Brock had three

The goal stood, wiping out Will

- but not the referee’s. 

“With all due respect, I’m not 
that bothered about missing out 
on a trip to Portland, but I would 
have felt much more aggrieved if 


that had been two league points 
dropped. 

“The refereeing was poor for both 
sides. James Taylor (Solent man¬ 
ager) got booked for something a 
spectator said, which summed up 
the night, but the major decisions 
went against us. 

“We should have had at least two 
penalties and their goal came from 
their lad twice handling the ball 
to control it before he got his shot 
away. 

“When we scored, all 11 of our 
players dived on top of each other, 
yet he (the referee) has picked just 
one out to book for over-celebrat¬ 
ing!” 

If Monday had been an isolated 


case, McManus might have held 
his tongue, but he says he has seen 
it all too often this season. 

“Officials are having too big 
an impact on games and straight 
away it raises frustration levels for 
teams and spectators,” he said. 

“Win, lose or draw, I’ve not been 
happy with the standard of refer¬ 
eeing all season and every man¬ 
ager I speak to has got issues with 
them. 

“The Wessex League need to do 
something about it. 

“We don’t have referees’ asses¬ 
sors now, they call them observers. 
But the whole idea of observing 
referees is for them to get better - 
and they’re not.”

MANCHESTER City made 
a profit of £20.5m and 
generated record revenues 
of £398. lm during the 2015-16 
season, the club revealed this 
week. 

It is the second successive 
year the club have recorded a 
surplus and underlines their 
continuing growth under 
the ownership of Sheikh 
Mansour and his Abu Dhabi 
United Group investment 
firm. 

The figures, published 
in the club’s latest annual 
report, also show City are 
operating on a 50 per cent 
wage-revenue ratio and with 
zero financial debt. 

City, who host Saints this 
weekend, were transformed 
when Sheikh Mansour 
bought the club in 2008 and 
immediately bankrolled 
lavish spending on players. 

Inevitably, heavy losses 
were sustained but the 
subsequent improvements on 
the field have been matched 
by developments off it and 
financial performance has 
improved year-on-year for 
the past eight years. 

As recently as 2012 City

sustained a £98m loss but the 
club returned to the black 
by generating an £llmillion 
profit last year and the 
upward trajectory has 
continued. 

The £398.1million revenue 
figure represents an 11 per 
cent improvement on last 
year’s £351.8m and is made 
up largely of commercial 
income (£177.9m) and 
broadcasting money 
(£161.4m). Matchday income 
accounted for £52.5m of the 
total, an increase of 21 per 
cent. 

All three areas benefited 
from City’s run to the 
Champions League semi¬ 
finals, Capital One Cup 
victory and Premier League 
top-four finish. 

Matchday income was 
also swelled by the increase 
in capacity at the Etihad 
Stadium, which saw average 
Premier League attendances 
rise by more than 8,000 to 
54,041.

Chelsea made an

Mourinho returned on a 
four-year contract, finishing 
third in the league in his first 
season back. 

2014- 15 

Mourinho delivered a third 
and final Premier League 
trophy and another League 
Cup success after a 2-0 
victory over Tottenham at 
Wembley. 

2015- 16 

Was sacked in December 
after losing nine of his first 
16 league games. 
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JAY Rodrigues this weekend re¬ 
turns to the scene of his horror 
injury for the first time. 

The Saints striker was one of 
the most in-form players in the 
Premier League when he ran out 
at The Etihad on Saturday, April 
5 2014. 

He entered the game having 
struck 17 goals in 38 Saints ap¬ 
pearances that season, including 
five in his previous four matches. 

A blistering start to his second 
season at St Mary’s had resulted 
in the former Burnley man mak¬ 
ing his senior England interna¬ 
tional debut in November 2013 
against Chile at Wembley 

Life was looking good for Rodri¬ 
guez. 

But all that was to change when 
he suffered a cruel knee injury in 
the first half of Saints’ eventual 
4-1 defeat at City. 

Players from both sides were 
visibly upset as they looked down 
on the stricken figure of Rodri¬ 
guez lying on the Etihad turf. 

They knew it was serious, and 
so it proved. 

A few days later it was revealed 
that he had suffered an anterior 
cruciate ligament injury - the sort 
which regularly ruled a player 
out for around a year. 

Again, so it proved. 

Rodriguez missed the whole of 
the 2014/15 season and only re¬ 
turned to the Saints side during 
Ronald Koeman’s second summer 
at St Mary’s. 

Returning with a pre season 
friendly goal against Espanyol, 
Rodriguez made his competitive 
return as a second half sub in 
Saints’ 2-0 Europa League quali¬ 
fying win at Vitessse Arnham in 
August 2015. 

His first competitive goal for 
over a year arrived in the same 
tournament against Midtjylland, 
via a penalty. 

Rodriguez went on to make 12 
appearances before injury struck 
again, this time a foot complaint 
which required an operation. As 
a result, he didn’t play between 
the middle of October and the 
beginning of April, returning to 
make four more appearances. 

Rodriguez made his second 
start of the current season at In¬ 
ter Milan on Thursday, having 
previously started the loss at Ar¬ 
senal on September 10. 

At The Emirates he was re¬ 
placed at half-time, but lasted 
until the 78th minute at the San 
Siro before Steven Davis was in¬ 
troduced in his place. 

He has also made four sub ap¬ 
pearances in 2016/17, scoring 
against Sunderland and Sparta 


Prague. 

Rodriguez’ performance in Italy 
suggested that he was still rusty 
and finding his feet again, with 
a number of loose touches and a 
couple of chances squandered. 

Given he has not played a com¬ 
petitive 90 minutes since Septem¬ 
ber 2015, that is not surprising. 

Indeed, Saints’ League Cup 
win at MK Dons - when Rodri¬ 


guez scored twice in a 6-0 romp 
- remains his only 90-minute run¬ 
out in 22 domestic and European 
games since that afternoon at The 
Etihad two and a half years ago. 

“I’m not happy,” said Rodriguez 
after Saints’ loss at the San Siro. 

“I’m always like this after a 
game I haven’t scored in. 

“I feel fine, I felt great,” he add¬ 
ed when asked about his fitness. 


“I just want more and more of it. 

“That’s what I need and I’m sure 
the goals will come. I just need to 
keep my fitness and keep on the 
field.” 

He is now targeting a run of 
games to get back to his best. 

“I need regular games,” he said. 
“That’s the main thing. I need a 
run of games to find my form and 
the goals will come.”

Rodriguez has bad memories of 
The Etihad, for sure, but no-one 
in the current Saints squad has 
any good memories of the place. 

Saints have lost all four league 
games at the stadium since re¬ 
turning to the Premier League in 
2012. 

Out of grounds they have vis¬ 
ited more than once, it is the only 
place they have yet to collect a 


point at since the start of 2012/13. 

In all, Saints will be aiming 
to end a five-game league losing 
streak at City this weekend - six 
if you include an FA Cup tie in 
2006/07. 

Saints’ losing run started in 
January 2005 when they lost 2-1 
to goals from Paul Bosveldt and 
Shaun Wright-Phillips. 

Kevin Phillips replied with a 


last minute penalty. 

Saints’ next game at The Etihad 
came on the opening day of their 
top flight return, in August 2012. 

Carlos Tevez fired the reigning 
champions into a half-time lead, 
but Saints sensationally hit back 
to lead through debutant Steven 
Davis and sub Rickie Lambert, on 
his Premier League debut. Edin 
Dzeko equalised in the 72nd min¬ 


ute before Samir Nasri struck an 
80th minute winner. 

Rodriguez’ injury cast a large 
shadow of Saints’ 4-1 defeat in 
April 2014. Trailing to an early 
Yaya Toure penalty, the visitors 
levelled with a spot kick of their 
own - Lambert converting. 

Dzeko and Nasri made it 3-1 
at half-time and Stevan Jovetic 
added a fourth nine minutes from 
time. 

Saints’ 2-0 loss at The Etihad on 
the final day of the 2014/15 season 
was notable for two landmarks. 

One was Saints goalkeeper Kel¬ 
vin Davis making his 600th career 
appearance. The other was Frank 
Lampard celebrating the final 
Premier League game of his il¬ 
lustrious career by scoring City’s 
opening goal. 

Saints were 2-0 down within 20 
minutes in November 2015, Kevin 
De Bruyne and Fabian Delph on 
target. 

Shane Long reduced the arrears 
four minutes into the second half 
but Aleksandar Kolarov complet¬ 
ed the scoring. 

The club’s current five-game 
losing league streak at City is no¬ 
where near Saints’ record losing 
run on a rivals’ ground. 

They suffered 10 successive 
league losses at Anfield between 
1962 and 1979. 


'I'd rather 
quit than 
change'-Pep 

PEP Guardiola claims 
he would rather quit 
Manchester City than change 
his methods and insists 
Sergio Aguero has a big 
future under him. 

The City manager has 
launched a passionate 
defence of his approach 
in the wake of his side’s 
humbling 4-0 Champions 
League loss at Barcelona, a 
result which extended their 
winless run to four games. 

Guardiola’s modus 
operandi was questioned at a 
press conference ostensibly 
to preview Sunday’s game 
against Saints. 

The main talking points 
from the Nou Camp loss were 
the sending off of goalkeeper 
Claudio Bravo after a 
dreadful error while trying 
to play Guardiola’s way and 
the omission of top scorer 
Aguero. That led to further 
questioning of the tactics 
Guardiola chose to deploy 
and the side he selected. 

Asked if he ever thought 
of changing his plans,

Guardiola said: “I think 
about that, yes, but after that 
the solution is not better 
than what I believe. So I 
cannot. 

“Do you know why? 
Because in seven years I won 
21 titles. So it’s three titles 
per year playing in that way. 

“But if you believe I arrive 
here and in three months 
everything is going well 
and I’m going to win in the 
Camp Nou 0-4, I’m going to 
dominate against Messi and 
Luis Suarez, and Neymar is 
going to create nothing, and 
Iniesta isn’t going to play 
good, no.

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Hunt for title 

MCLAREN driver James 
Hunt beat Niki Lauda 
of Ferrari to the 1976 
championship by a single 
point following an incredible 
season that will forever top 
Formula One folklore. 

Here the Sports Pink looks 
at five decisive races from 
a compelling title battle 40 
years ago. 

Spanish GP 

May 2 - Lauda, the reigning 
champion, had won two of 
the opening three races, 
while Hunt, following his 
winter move from Hesketh 
to the might of McLaren, 
was yet to open his account. 
Hunt started on pole in 
Spain, but a poor getaway 
saw him slip behind Lauda. 
Hunt eventually won but 
was disqualified following a 
breach of newly-introduced 
width regulations to give 
Lauda the win, but his 
victory was reinstated on 
appeal two months later. 

British GP 

July 18 - Hunt’s McLaren 
was damaged following a 
crash on the opening lap 
which led to the race being

suspended. Hunt’s mechanics 
worked to repair his car, 
but the stewards declared 
he would not be allowed to 
restart the grand prix. The 
pro-Hunt crowd reacted 
furiously before the stewards 
reversed their decision. Hunt 
won the race only for Ferrari 
to lodge an appeal. Hunt 
survived an initial protest, 
but was later stripped of his 
victory at an FIA hearing 
in September. Lauda was 
promoted to race victor. 

German GP 

August 1 - Lauda was 
comfortably clear of Hunt 
in the title heading into the 
10th race of the 16-round 
championship. On the second 
lap, at a circuit known as 
the ‘Green Hell’, Lauda lost 
control of his Ferrari in 
the damp conditions before 
crashing in flames. Lauda 
was pulled from the burning 
wreckage and his life hung in 
the balance for three days.

I cycled 50 miles the other day - 
more than I had ever pedalled in 
one day before. 

My journey took me from my 
Fordingbridge home across the 
New Forest to Cadnam, out to 
Lyndhurst, past the Beaulieu 
Road rail station and onto Ipley 
Manor farm, where my daughter 
was competing in a horse riding 
event. 

That was around 25 miles, as 
good as. 

And then, after watching Ellen 
ride, I cycled the same route in 
reverse back home - via a detour 
just to make sure I completed my 
personal half-century. 

Why am I telling you this? 

Simply because, when you’re 
pedalling for that length of time, 
your mind inevitably drifts .. 

.. and I ended up thinking about 
Franny Benali and his second re¬ 
markable charity challenge. 

Stamina 

Last weekend the former Saints 
defender completed a 1,000 mile 
odyssey in aid of Cancer Re¬ 
search. 

For the previous fortnight, Be¬ 
nali had been cycling every day. 

Not just 50 miles, though that is 
far enough for mere mortals. If 
YOU have ever cycled 50 miles in 
one day, you’ll know it’s hardly a 
piece of the proverbial cake. 

It takes stamina. Your legs will 
hurt. 

No, Benali cycled around 75 
miles a day for two weeks. 

In addition, he ran the equiva¬ 
lent of a marathon. 

Just over 26 miles. 

Every day. 

For two weeks. 

In all, around 100 miles a day 
visiting all 44 Premier League 
and Championship clubs 

Most ‘normal’ people who could 
ride 75 miles a day wouldn’t want 
to go to bed, get up and do it all 
over again a few hours later. And 
run a marathon, just for the hell 
of it. 

But Francis Benali is not ‘nor¬ 
mal’, not in the usual way of ath¬ 
letic achievement. 

He is abnormal. 

He is super human. 

Superman? More like Super- 
Fran. 

‘Legend’ is an over-used word in 
sporting circles, chucked around 
like confetti at times. 

Here there is no doubt, however. 

Francis Benali is a legend. 

And once legendary status is 
conferred on someone, that is it. 

Hard won, the status is never 
lost. 


Once a legend, forever a legend. 

Now and again, there’s no harm 
done in taking a step back from 
the hectic lives we all lead. 

Doing just that can provide a 
different, fresher perspective. 
It can shine a brighter light on 
a subject we knew something 
about, but hadn’t taken the time 
to really appreciate. 

Let’s do it now. 


Let’s take a step back and reflect 
on Benali’s efforts. 

If you’ve ever run a marathon - 
or even a half marathon - you will 
know the hours of training that 
go into it. 

If you’ve been training for the 
Great South Run in Portsmouth 
this weekend, you’ll know the ef¬ 
fort that’s gone into it. 

You can’t just rack up on the day, 


stick your race number on your 
t-shirt, and off you go like Beep 
Beep Roadrunner on steroids. 

And for those of you who have 
completed a marathon, I bet I’m 
right in saying this - you wouldn’t 
really have wanted to do another 
one the very next day. 

And the day after. 

And the day after etc etc.

tempted to cycle 75 miles in one 
day - and I’m guessing most of 
you reading this a) haven’t at¬ 
tempted it and b) will never seek 
to attempt it - you will be well 
aware of the hours, again, needed 
to accomplish the feat without 
collapsing at some point into a 
sobbing heap.

Italian GP 


September 12 - Only six 
weeks after his near-fatal 
crash, Lauda returned to 
the Ferrari cockpit with 
the burns on his face still 
covered in bandages. 

The Austrian turned in a 
display of incredible courage 
and bravery to qualify 
fifth before crossing the 
line in fourth place. Hunt 
was thrown to the back of 
the grid following a fuel 
irregularity and crashed out 
as he attempted to carve his 
way back through the field. 

Japanese GP 

October 24 - Following 
the Monza race, Hunt won 
back-to-back grands prix to 
move to within three points 
of Lauda ahead of the season 
decider. 

Torrential rain had led to 
treacherous conditions in

Fuji, but the race went ahead 
despite a host of drivers 
raising their concerns. 

Lauda deemed the 
conditions unacceptable and 
he, along with three others, 
pulled out on the second lap. 

Hunt led from the front, 
and appeared on course to 
clai m the title until he was 
forced to change from wet 
to dry tyres with just 12 laps 
remaining. 

Hunt dropped to fifth - and 
his championship dreams 
seemingly in tatters - but he 
heroically passed two cars in 
the closing laps to take third 
place and the title by a single 
point. 

• James Hunt never won 
the world FI title again. 

His last win came in the 
Japanese GP the year after 
his title success, and his 
last race came in 1979, when 
he quit the sport halfway 
through the FI season. Lauda 
went on to win the title in 
1977 and 1984. 

Hunt died from a heart 
attack, aged only 45, in 1993.

JULY 1969. A time etched in histo¬ 
ry for Neil Armstrong becoming 
the first man to walk on the moon. 

In Bournemouth, meanwhile, 
equally momentous steps were 
being taken. Ted MacDougall was 
in town. 

A prolific goalscorer for York 
City, the Scot didn’t take much 
persuading to move south to Dean 
Court. 

“I came here the week they put 
the man on the moon,” says Mac¬ 
Dougall. “I was in Boscombe in 
one of the B&B’s. I was with all 
the people on holiday watching it 
on black & white TV. 

“I was on £25 per week at York. 
I met (then manager) Freddie Cox 
and Bournemouth were offer¬ 
ing an extra £3. I said ‘you need 
to throw in some curtains - and 
make them velvet’. 

“It was only afterwards I 
thought ‘I haven’t even got a 
house’. So I signed for Bourne¬ 
mouth for an extra £3 per week 


and some velvet curtains... while 
having no house.” 

MacDougall, of course, would 
go on to write himself into AFC 
Bournemouth lore. His 144 goals 
across two spells with Cherries 
remains a post-war club record. 

He later top scored for Saints 
in 1976/77 and helped Lawrie Mc- 
Menemy’s side win promotion 
back to the top flight the follow¬ 


ing term. 

His time at Cherries started 
badly as the team was relegated 
from Division Three in MacDou- 
gall’s first season, despite his 21 
league goals. John Bond’s subse¬ 
quent arrival as manager, howev¬ 
er, reaped instant dividends - for 
club and player, who admits Bond 
was the making of him. 

“Everything he did was forward 


thinking,” says MacDougall. “We 
never did anything defensively. 
The first training session we had, 
he wanted me to make a diagonal 
run. I didn’t know what a diago¬ 
nal run was. I didn’t know what 
he was talking about. Obviously 
I’m not making any... because I 
don’t know what they are!” 

Now 69 years old, lean, fit and 
with a voracious appetite for

talking football, MacDougall’s af¬ 
fection for Cherries and their in¬ 
novative manager is undimmed 
by his living in Florida. But how 
would he fare playing under Ed¬ 
die Howe? 

“I think he’d have got a lot out 
of me,” says MacDougall. “But 
his forwards have to work hard. 
That wouldn’t have cut it with me. 
If I’m scoring goals the proof is in 


the pudding. 

“I never hear anybody say 
they’re a goalscorer now: T don’t 
worry about playing well, I’m a 
goalscorer’ - I never hear that. 
It’s about the team or it’s about as¬ 
sists. Well an assist is something 
you go to the doctor to get lanced. 
An assist? What’s that? It’s anoth¬ 
er Americanism.” 

MacDougall’s thirst for goals 


saw him turn to weight training, 
something exclusive to him and 
strike partner Phil Boyer at the 
outset of his 256 goal, 14-year pro¬ 
fessional career. 

“We had milk churns for 
weights,” MacDougall jokes. “We 
had nothing. At York we had a 
trainer who, whatever your inju¬ 
ry, a cut or a bruise, he would rub 
Vicks VapoRub on it. I asked him

one day what it was for. He said: 
T’ve got no idea... but you’ll never 
get a cold’.” 

MacDougall plundered a First 
Division-high 23 goals for Nor¬ 
wich in 1975-76, although, 40 years 
on, he is still waiting for his Gold¬ 
en Boot. 

If MacDougall were performing 
his deeds today he would be com¬ 
manding an astronomical salary. 

“I didn’t even have a goal bo¬ 
nus,” he says. “That’s my job. 
Why should I celebrate scoring 
when it’s something I’m supposed 
to do? 

“This is the way I look at it: I was 
a complete idiot without money, 
what I would have been like with 
money I really don’t know.” 

The only time MacDougall is 
rendered near speechless during 
a 90 minute interview is when 
the subject of Jack Wilshere is 
raised: “For that to happen to 
Bournemouth... “ he says, before 
taking a sharp intake of breath. 

For Ted MacDougall to happen 
to AFC Bournemouth was rather 
special, too. 

For a generation of Cherries 
fans he will always be the goals¬ 
corer from another stratosphere.

We live in an age when, 
thanks to websites such as 
YouTube, memories can be 
instantly recalled, a state 
of affairs which means 
that unless an incident was 
particularly special, we can 
soon reach memory overload, 
a videoed saturation point 
few of us wish to encounter. 

Fortunately, most of 
us have enough inherent 
discipline to ensure we 
don’t watch those special 
moments over and over, 
ostensibly because we want 
to experience that thrilling 
mix of awe, excitement, 
wonder and admiration for 
what we recall seeing ‘live’, 
such as Gary Sobers’ hitting 
six sixes, Liverpool coming 
back from 3-0 down to win 
the Champions League, or 
the outrageous ‘Cruyff turn’. 

Thankfully, however, 
Johann Cruyff was no one- 
trick pony. His influence on 
football matches was plain 
to see; he was an incredibly 



powerful, inventive, forward 
with Ajax and Barcelona, 
but it was behind the scenes 
that his reputation was 
burnished even further. 

Think of the phrase ‘Total 
Football’ and it’s impossible 
not to think of Cruyff in 
his heyday, a serial winner 
both as a footballer and one 
of the very few capable of 
translating major success on 
the pitch to the dugout when 
he became manager. 

He won 11 trophies in 
8 seasons as manager 
of Barcelona where he 
recruited players such as 
Ronald Koeman, Michael 
Laudrup, Hagi, Romario, 
Stoichkov and fast-tracked 
a gangly Pep Guardiola into 
the first team. 

This is not a particularly 
well-written book. It’s style is 
clunky and laboured in parts, 
not charges you could ever 
level at Cruyff himself, but 
if you want to wallow in the 
memory of a footballer many 
folk believe was better than 
Pele, then you should read 
My Turn.

Staines' 90s treble the highlight for UK men 


ONLY two British men have ever 
won the Great South Run, Eu¬ 
rope’s most popular 10-mile race. 

One is very well known: double 
Olympic champion Mo Farah. 

The other less so, but Gary 
Staines won the GSR not once but 
three times back in the 1990s. 

A long-distance runner who 
competed in the 1988 Summer 
Olympics, Staines was a silver 
medallist in the 5000m at the 1990 
European Athletics Champion¬ 
ships. 

He was also successful on the 
British road racing circuit and 


won the Reading Half Marathon 
(1996) and the Great Edinburgh 
Run (1993 and 1995), in addition 
to his GSR victories in 1993, 1994 
and 1996. 

The GSR started life in South¬ 
ampton in 1990 - being sponsored 
by Diet Coke - before moving just 
a few miles east to Portsmouth 12 
months later. 

Dutchman Marti ten Kate was 
the winner of the inaugural 10- 
mile event in 47 minutes 52 sec¬ 
onds, while Bournemouth AC’s 
Alison Gooderham, who sur¬ 
prised herself with a fast clock¬ 


ing of 56min 09sec, was the wom¬ 
en’s winner. 

Prison officer Thomas Naali 
from Tanzania escaped from the 
field to win in 1991 while Olga 
Bondarenko, the reigning Olym¬ 
pic 10,000m champion from Rus¬ 
sia, clinched a star-studded wom¬ 
en’s race. 

Another Tanzanian, Boay Ako- 
nay, was winner in 1992 - the first 
year the race was known as the 
BUPA Great South Run - with 
lulia Negura from Romania scor¬ 
ing the first of her two successive 
victories. 


Staines became the first British 
winner of the men’s race in 1993 - 
after he had missed the whole of 
the 1992 season through injury - 
when setting a British best time 
of 46:11. 

He repeated the feat in 1994 to 
defeat world marathon champion 
Douglas Wakiihuri. 

In 1995 Benson Masya, after 
having just won a third Great 
North Run, spoiled Staines’ am¬ 
bitions of completing a hat-trick 
of Great South successes with a 
still-standing UK All-Comers re¬ 
cord time of 45:56.

MO Farah was the last British 
winner of Hampshire’s Great 
South Run. 

The double Olympic champion 
triumphed over ten miles on the 
streets of Portsmouth and South- 
sea seven years ago. 

Now there are three Brits aim¬ 
ing to follow his lead by winning 
the 2016 GSR this Sunday. 

Hampshire-born Andy Ver¬ 
non, Ross Millington and Chris 
Thompson are the trio aiming to 
put their name into the record 
books alongside Farah. 

Vernon and Millington were 
part of Team GB in Rio, compet¬ 
ing in the 10,000m, while Thomp¬ 
son recently returned to form at 
the Bank of Scotland Great Scot¬ 
tish Run half-marathon where he 
finished fourth in a time of 61:48. 

The 35-year-old, who competed 
at the 2012 Olympics, will be rac¬ 
ing his fifth Great South Run and 
says he is yet to perfect the art of 
running 10 miles. 

“I’ve run far quicker in a ten- 
mile split in a half-marathon than 
I have run on that course, and it’s 
not because I’m not in good shape, 
it’s because I haven’t got it right,” 
said Thompson. 

“That is going to be a bit of a 
challenge in itself, it’s me against 
the course. I haven’t had a race 
where the last two miles hasn’t 
been a tripping over myself expe¬ 
rience. Not because of the wind, 
I’ve run that without wind in the 
last two miles, and just misjudged 
it. 

“There’s a bit of a demon there 
for me to overcome. It’s an awk¬ 


ward distance. For some reason 
there’s always a distance that ath¬ 
letes like, and that athletes don’t 
like. That ten miles for me is a 
tough event.” 

Thompson, Vernon and Milling¬ 
ton face domestic opposition in 
the shape of Jonny Mellor, Scott 
Overall and Adam Clarke, with 
USA’s Jeffery Eggleston and Ire¬ 
land’s Paul Pollock providing the 
main overseas interest. 

Ethiopia’s Tirunesh Dibaba is 


among those set to race the wom¬ 
en’s event as she returns to the 
roads of the UK after her third- 
place finish in the Great North 
Run half-marathon. 

Dibaba also won the Great Man¬ 
chester Run in May on her return 
to racing following the birth of 
her first child. 

The world’s leading 10-mile run 
starts and finishes in Southsea 
and gives participants a unique 
opportunity to run through Ports¬ 


mouth’s Historic Dockyard, pass¬ 
ing landmarks such as HMS Vic¬ 
tory, HMS Warrior and the Mary 
Rose Museum. 

The flat course has been graced 
by world-class athletes such as 
Liz McColgan, Paula Radcliffe 
and Sonia O’Sullivan. 

In all, around 30,000 people take 
part in four events across two 
days, including the Junior & Mini 
Great South Run and the Great 
South Run 5k.
